LONDON. April 15.—John Carter. the 
nan poet convict in the Stillwater, Min., 
prison, whose pardon has been sought by the 
editor of the Century magazine and probably 
will be granted, is well connected here, being 
a member of a good English family. This 
is the statement made today by Attorpey 
Cyril Thomas. 

Thomas refused to divulge the man’s real 
name, admitting Carter was assumed. He 
said the man was brought up by wealthy rela- 
tives, receiving an excellent education and 
developing marked gifts for music and lit- 
erary work. 

The relative died when Carter was still a 
youth, leaving him unprovided for. A well 
known London banker then took Carter into 
tis office, which Thomas says was the worst 
thing that could have happened. 

Carter found the humdrum office life was 
totally at variance with his artistic tempera- 
ment, and as @ result he got in diagrace and 
was sent to Canada to try farming. After a 
stay there he went to the United States, 
where he got into his present trouble. 

Thomas, who is a member of a big city 
legal firm, but is acting for Carter personally 
out of friendship, has been active in trying 
to obtain a pardon for him.

ROOSEVELT MEETS RULER. 
, {BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

VIENNA, April 15.—As a special mark of 
his personal esteem the aged emperor-king, 
Frans Josef, received Col, Roosevelt in his 
private apartments at the imposing Hofburg 
Palace instead of in the regular audience 
chamber. The monarch, who was attired in 
an imperial uniform, was extremely gracious 
to the American ex-president and kept him 
im conversation for thirty-five minutes. The 
colonel afterward declined to reveal the 
slightest detail of the conversation. 

Emperor Franz Josef intended personally 
to return Col. Roosevelt's call on his way out 
to the Schoenbrunn castle, where the mon- 
arch usually passes the night, and was only 
deterred from so doing by a sudden storm 
late in the afternoon. Therefore he was 
compelled to send his ald de camp. Such an 
honor as a return visit from the emperor is 
extended only to reigning sovereigns. 


Has Busy Day in Vienna. 

For Col. Roosevelt the call on the Emperor 
was only the main feature of a Fusy day 
which began immediately after he reached 
his hotel early in the morning with a break- 
fast with Henry White, former ‘American 
ambassador to France. 

The day included an official visit to Count 
von Aehrenthal, the Austro-Hungarian for- 
eign minister, which lasted an hour; a can 
of courtesy upon Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand, the heir apparent to the throne, at Bel- 
videre palace, and a visit to the tombs of the 
Hapsburgs, where, under the guidance of a 
brown-cowled monk with a lighted

MOB WRECKS CHINA MISSIONS 


Attacks Foreigners in Changsha 
and Vessel Gives Refuge. 


TWO AMERICANS IN PERIL, 


Yale Property Is Among That Believed 
Destroyed. 


SHANGHAI, April 15.—The rioting of na- 
tives at Changsha, the capital of Hunan, con- 
tinues, and the mobs are reported masters of 
the situation. Three missions, all on the main 
street, near the rice shops, have been de- 
stroyed and fears for the safety of the other 
missions are entertained.

Did William Hendrickson kill bimeeit in 
Chicago because of events which concern 
the case of Col, Charles C. Ayres und his 
wife at West Point? 

In a letter Written by him before he com- 
mitted suicide last Tuesday night, Hendrick- 
son intimated he had left the United States 
army “rather than ge on the witness stand 


agéinst a woman.” 

The records of the Ayres affair, however, 
do not seem to bear out tne intimations in any 
way. 

The letter of explanation left by Hendrick- 
son became public yesterday when the body 
of the young man was taken to the former 
residence at Anchor, near Bloomington. 
Publicity of the espistle came through Henry 
Friday, father of the young woman for whom 
Hendrickson had avowed his love, but whom 
he felt he ought not to marry because of the 
cloud under which he had rested ever since 
hie desertion from the army. 

For the same reason—the stain upon his 
honor—the family of Miss Friday is said to 
nav discouraged his attentions to the young 
woman. 


Letter to Girl’s Father. 

The letter, as made public by Mr. Friday, is 
as follows: 

“Mr. Henry Friday: When this reaches 
you my troubles will all be over. I waht to 
tell you why I did this, and I think that you 
will understand. I left the army at West 
Point, N. T., because I refused to go on the 
witness stand against a woman. A deserter 
cannot go on the witness stand in the army, 
so I left. I knew all ut the case of Col. 
Ayres’ wife at West Point Military academy, 
106-1907, and some of the officers were aware 
of the fact. 1 worked for the dentist next 
deor to Col. Ayres and saw it all. It wasthe 
only way for me to R from sending a 
woman to prison. I went myself. You asked 
me once why I deserted and the above is the 
truth. I have loved Minnie for à long while, 
put never said anything to her, because I 
did not think it was right for a military ex- 
convict to bother a good girl. She asked me 
herself to take her ta the dance, and I was 
fool enough to think she cared forme. ‘The 
rest you know. I hope you can forgive me 
for the trouble I have caused you. Goody.

Story of the Ayres Case. 

The famous Ayres affair.“ which finally 
resulted in the retirement of Col. Ayres from 
the army, arose out of the appearance of 
twenty-two young women on the parade 
ground wearing the army overcoats of as 
many cadets. Lieut. Col. Howze, noting this 
infraction of the army regulations, sent ser- 
geants to require the young women to dof 
their overcoats. One of those thus compeiled 
ta relinquish a garment thrown over her 
shoulders was a Gaughter of Mrs. Ayres.

He was not known 
at the hotel, and identification was made by 
letters found on the body. 

On Thursday a relative of the suicide came 


to Chicago from Anchor, III., and had the 


body sent there for burtal. 

Hendrickson left Anchor on a bicycle to 
start to Chicago. The letter to Mr. Friday 
was written at Forest, III., and indicates that 
the young man took a train at that place, 
probably leaving the bicycle there.

After succeeding with difficulty in penning these 
lines on the ball the president dispatched a White 
house messenger to the baseball park, where John- 
son proudly displayed ‘his treasure to his fellow 
players and the members of the visiting Philadel- 
phia team. 


Taft Wants to See Wagner. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 15.—President Taft, the now
